"THE FIRST NOWELL" 


iMany words cont in complete 


stories in themselves. 
"Novell" 


as an English word tells of the 
Norman Conquest of England eight 
hundred years ag-o and the strong 
influence of the French language 
•which followed it. A large part of 
our English speech comes directly 
from the French. 
Sometimes, as 


with this word, 
v?e 
change 
the 


spelling1 when tha original spelling 
would not, with us, suggest the de- 
sired sound. 
The French "Noel", 


which demands two syllables, might 
with most English speaking people 
be pronounced as one syllable. To 
avoid this, a "w" was inserted, 
and, to "make tha second syllable 
look more English, an "1" was add- 
ed. Thus "Noei" became "Nowell." 
So we find in one word traces of a 
language development •which, was 
spread over many years—probably 
a century or two. 


rThe French word "Noel" more- 


over, has another story to tell. It 
comes from the Latin, "Natalis," 
meaning birth. The old Latin sen- 
tence "Hodie Chriatus Natus Est"— 


means "Today Christ born is." 
So I 


"Noel" was birthday.. By frequent ' 
use it -was made to refer to the 
b'irthday of Jesus, and then to a 
,=ong -which told about the birthday 
of Jesus. Hence "Noel" in French 
means, besides the 
birthday 
oi 


Jesus, both a Christmas carol ana 
a 
Christmas 
greeting. 
'"Noel! 


Noel!" is thus the French saluta- 
tion and when coupled with 'Joy- 
eux" to make "Joyeux Noel • it 
means Joyous or Merry Chris-mas. 


This particular "Noel" or Christ- 


mas song first appeared in print in 
1333, but it had been sung long 
before that. It is one of the an- 
cient medieval carols and is prob- 
ably about four hundred years old. 
The poetry is crude, merely a peas- 
ant's attempt to present the New 
Testament story in rhyme—thus 
makin" it easy to remember—But 
thoroughly 
sincere 
and 
devout 


The music is likewise simple—be- 
ing practically 
one little strain 


sung three times—but it is so vig- 
orous, so joyous, so well adapted 
to the full-lunged, hearty singing, 
indoors and out, that it, after four 


hundred years, is fresh ami virile, 
with th-e prospect of an indefinite 
life ahead of it.

I was amused by 'his 
repetition all the way through of the fact that 
the detective always took out hia - note book 
and wrote down • every point. That is just 
what the Scotland Yard man.does. Everything 
is written down. These notes in difficult cases 
make a big volume.' They are of great value 
in circumstantial cases."

LOSING c.f the Planters Hotel in St. 
Louis Jan. 1 will 
mark 
the passing 


of a hostelry replete with tradition of 


the middle west, and particularly the southern 
land. 
The "old Planters House," in which his- 


tory-has been made, will be converted into an 
office building. 


Typewriters will click in rooms where Pres- 


idents slept, office hoys will ..hustle across floors 
once strode by stately banqueters, and business 
men will plan battles of dollar? in rooms in 
which political battle have been won and lost, 
and in which the capture of Camp Jackson was 
planned in 1861. 


The Planters was built by Evarist Maury in 


1817. 
It then was a two story frame struc- 


ture, and it early acquired a reputation for the 
fine "oats and hay" given guests' horses. 
The 


name was changed to "The Planters House" in 
1841, when a four story structure was built at 
a cost of $100,000. This was acclaimed a "ver- 
itable palace." 
In 1894 the present structure 


was completed at a cost of $1,800,000 under its 
original name "Planters Hotel." 


In the 40's and aO's the hostelry was the 


center of 
the social 
life of 
this 
section. 


Planters of the north and south brought their 
families here for the winter months to taste 
the joys of the hotel's hospitality. The women, 
with their hoop skirts, gathered in circles in 
the parlors to quilt and embroider. 
. After supper the tables were cleared, the 
carpet's folded, the gas jet; in their huge glass 
chandeliers lighted, and the grace and beauty 
of Missouri, Kentucky, Tennessee and .Alabama 
assembled for the minuet and the Virginia 
reel. 


Stirring moments were brought lo'tfce Plant- 


ers by the Civil War.' Hen; Frank P. Blair and 
Nathaniel Lyon conferred".preceding the cap- 
ture of Camp Jackson. 
On June 11, -1S61, the 


conference 
which resulted in the fight ' of 


"brother against brother" in Missouri was held 
at the Planters, when Lyons dramatically de- 
clared his loyalty to the North, and departed 
to. enlist Missourians in the Federal Army. 


The Planters became a political battleground 


with the reconstruction days, and the hostelry 
has had a generous share in every political 
campaign'since 1870. 


Old records show that such personages as 


the following ^signed the register of the hotel: 
Presidents Lincoln, Grant, .Cleveland, RooseT 
velt and Taft, Martin Van- BurenN King Edward 
VII, then Prince of Wales, Charles Dickens, 
•lay Gould, and William ~F. Cody. 


Writing of the hotel in his American Notes, 


Mr._ Dickens said: 


"We. went to a large hotel called The.Plant- 


ers with long passages and skylights above 
the room doors for the free circulation of air. 
Thera were a great many boarders in it, and 
as-many lights sparkled and glistened from 
the windows down into the street below when 
we drove up'as.if it had been illuminated on 
some occasion of rejoicing. 
It .is an excellent 


house, and the proprietors have most bountiful 
notions of providing the creature with com- 
forts. 
Dining alone with my wife in our room 


one day I counted fourteen dishes on the table 
at once.".
